terial nature. 

Man's aim is to become one with spirit, 
and while sensitiveness portends his ap- 
proach [in that direction, he must rise 
above matter, so-called, by the unfolding 
all of his spiritual senses, which, 
when brought into harmony with spirit- 
ual nature—and which too is accomplish- 
ed by resisting material temptations— 
makes him the spiritual man—positive 
to matter and its atmospheric influences. 
Thus spirits, who have not accomplished 
this aim, suffer from material conditions 
as well as mortals; and those who have 
been selfish have not prepared them- 
selves a home in spirit and find them- 
selves wanderers there. Sensitives, 
however, have the advantage in being 
better able to comprehend what is needed 
for continued progress and in many, or 
we may Say, most instances, become 
guardians for others, whether mortals or 
spirits. 

Thus sensitives are neither “flesh nor 
fish” to use aterm which was meant to 
convey that they were neither mortals 
nor spirits, and which js true. And for 
that reason they are not governed by 
mortal or material environments entirely, 
but by what underlie actions and words. 
Conventionality, society customs, simu- 
lation, etc., therefore have no effect on 
the sensitive. Such is not truth for him. 
He (and she) must have the spirit of the 
action or words, or they convey no 


buke kindly, but its source would be too 
humiliating for our brethren to-day. 

The woman medium of Endor and the 
little seauce between the living Saul and 
the so-called dead Samuel, have furnish 
ed a stumbling block which no creedal 
denunciator of Spiritualism has ever yet 
honorably and consistently surmounted; 
while the varied theories put forth to 
destroy the effect of this plain, narrative 
statement in a book every word of which 
is divinely inspired,—would drive the 
proverbial “Philadelphia lawyer" insane. 
This tergiversation, hedging and 
squirming, is a disgrace to teachers of 
moral honesty and professed disciples of 
him whom they proclaim as “the way, 
the truth and the life,” meaning thereby 
their conceptions of this trinity of moral 
excellencies. 

If creedal Christianity or the modern 
school, can stand these methods of pro- 
pogandism we, as Spiritualists, can well 
endure the noise of their harmless thun- 
der.

Some oo years before the birth of Christ there 
was born at Zeos,a Seaport of Ionia, a child 
who became the most famous of the lyric poets 
of that age, and who in his peculiar sphere has 
not been equalled. Polycrates,a monarch who 
loved wine, woman -and song, appreciated the 
flowing beauties of the poet's verse, invited 
him to the royal court at Samos, where his 
worth and wit endeared him toall. Upon the 
death of Polycrates, Anachreon went to Athens 
again to receive royal attentions. After an 
eventful life, mostly joyous and sunny, he died 
from a grape which lodged in his throat, caus- 
suffocation. Only a few of hia poems are pre- 
served to us, the Odes being the best known to 
us; Aad best translated Into English by Moore,
